3. The advanced class comprises cwnmanding officers rf armies and higher units 
on active service, including army commanders, ansy political commissars. 
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ataff offioera of division leval and above, and supply officers of 
army level and above. The stdwrdinate olaas consists of ooimnandlng 
officers of reglnentel level idio arc on active service, including 
regimental commanders, deputy regimental commanders, regimental political 
OOTimissars and staff officers, and supply officers of division and 
higher level. Regimental commanders of special armed forces will bo 
regarded as cadres on the division level. Students in the first class 
of the advanced class were organized Into one battalion conprlsing teo 
conpaniss, each with 60 to 70 people. Each conpany had its own conpany 
commander and political director. Students of the subordinate class weiw 
organized Into two battalions comprising sd* oonpaniea, each with 70 to 
80 people. 


li. The military aspeot of the training is based on the use of modern 
weapons and coordination of various armed force OOTiponents in crariSat 
operations and la designed to develop commanding officers who are well 
versed in modem military acienee. Ihe political aspeot is designed 
to teaoh the students how to coordinate military strategy with "political 
thou^t", in order to correct the over-en^hasls on military strength 
usually made by amy officers.
